1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  permit 
the  growth  or  maturity  of  Canada  thistles,  small  burr 
or  skunk  weed,  Scotch  thistles,  or  wild  mustard,  on 
any  lands  owned  or  occupied  by  them  within  the  limits 
of  the  Municipality  of  Chilliwhack. 

‘2.  On  any  Path  master  or  other  person  reporting  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  the  growth  of  and  weeds 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  clause  on  the  lands 
owned  or  occupied  by  any  person  or  persons  in  the 
Municipality,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  no- 
tify the  person  or  persons  on  whose  property  such 
weeds  are  growing  to  cut  or  remove  them;  anil  in  case 
of  his  or  their  neglect  to  cut  or  remove  such  weeds 
within  one  week  after  the  posting  of  such  notice,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Clerk  to  order  the  Pathmaster 
of  the  beat  in  which  such  weeds  are  growing,  to  cut  or 
remove  such  weeds  at  the  expen.se  of  the  owner  or  oc- 
cupier of  such  land,  and  to  forward  to  the  Clerk  an 
account  of  the  expense  incurred. 

3.  In  case  any  party  or  parties  refuses  or  neglects  to 
pay  the  expense  incurred  in  cutting  or  removing  such 
weeds,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Clerk  to  sue  and  col- 
lect such  expense  in  the  County  Court  as  an  ordinary 
debt.
